SIMPLY LAID IT OVER.

The wenate, however, was not in the mood
for trifling, If such even was Intended, and
that body, knocking out the preamble, ordered
the resolntion printed,

Senator Allen, in defense of his objection
to wn second reading of the bill to appoint a
commission, addressed the %enate at some
length, his spesch In effect belng that the
Monroe docirine was an establishied doetrine
of this country: that there was no divislon of
rentiment on that question; that we should
proceed  with dellberation, and not with
haste, and that we should find out whother
the facts in the Venezuelan case would war-
rant lts appleation In this controversy, and
it 1t Ald we should apply and maintain it.
Ha thought that there was possibly more of
a political battle arising out of this contro-
versy than the likellhood of war with Eng-
land. Senator Allen made his objectlon to
the second reading of the bill that he might
have time to ascertain Just how mueh poli-
tics there was In the movement to refer to
the commiitee on forelgn relations.

It Is thought, however, the bill will be re-
ferred tomorrow to the appropriations eom-
mitteep, where there Is a posaibility of its
belng plgeonholed unless sentiment becomes
ton strong.

Day of Testimony Regarding Facts (cn.
nooted with 8eljan’s Death,

BLOODY EVIDENCES OF CRIME REV][W[[rI

Attorneyns for Aeccused Ask for Dis-
miwenl of the Case aft the Ontset
bmi Are Denled=Stntemonts
of Wilnesses,

On opening the eriminal court yesterday
morning  Judge Scott annonnced that  he
could not longer praside at the teial of the

prisoners accured of the Seifan murder, on
acconunt of the xerions llineas of his wife. No
tostimony had been heard and Judge Fer-
gussn took Judge Seott's plaes,

Betore Judge Scott left the bench the de-
fense moved for a dismisml on the ground
that the state's case ns presented n the
opening statement was not sufMiclent to
‘onvict, Julge Scott held that he could not

entortain the motion, Inasmuch as It was

not encumbent on the etate to outline Its

whole case In Its statement to the Jury.
The thres defendants, although they

clalm to be unable to speak or understand
Enpllsh, pald close attentlon to the proceed-

ngs.  Two of them, Mikan and Drubnie,
were c¢lad In thelr rogular prison eclothing,
hut Bukovie, who #eems to bs the most

intelligent of the three, had sprucsd himselt
up for the oceasion, He was clad In A dark
snit, white shirt, piceadilly collar and black-
ened shoes.

The firkt witness was Joseph Ecker, fore-
man of the smelter department In which
Seljan worked, and he was then on the night
shift, who testified to walking part way
homa with him on the morning of July 1.
They stopped st a siloon, Twelfth and How-
ard streets, and drank some beer and then
parted.  Beker did not sea Seljan after that,
Ho identified the body fonnd (n the rlver as
that of Seljan, and the bloody clothes found
on the river bank, a key ring and a key as
having belonged to Scljan,

It was shown by Herman Vessler, barten-
der in n saloon, 1214 South Thirteenth streat,
that Seljan's mnil was deliverod at the sa-
loon,

Thomas Ruby deseribed how he chanced
to find the bloody elothing on the river bank
on the morning of July 3, and both he and
John E. Morse, who was soon at the spot,
gave testlmony as to the condit cn of the conat,
vest and hat. The coat and vest were folded,
On the rim of tho hat was a stono as if to
hold it down,

Offcer Dick Marnell corroborated their
statements and mentioned the finding of let-
ters addrexeed to Seljan In a coat pocket,

Chier of Police Brennan and Undertaker
Drewer of South Omaha told what was done

with the body when L was found In the river
July 156, and what its condition was. Under-
shirt, drawers and shoes were on It. It was

badly swollen and the throat was deeply cut,

Joseph Strukel, his wife and Joseph Berg,
general foreman of the smelting works, testi-
fied that It was Seljan's body.

William Weckbach desceribed the condition
of Seljan’s room on the morning of July 3,
when he had been attracted to the house by
the sight of several parties looking In at the
window. They were Mr. and Mrs. Mikan,
who are the keepers of the  house, and
Bukovie, a boarder. At that time Bukovie
told him that Seljan had come home appar-
ently drunk the morning befors, went to his
room, locked the door and was not afterward
seen,  Bukovie sald that the door was still
locked. Weckbach advised him to inform the
police, but he did not. Weekbach on going
away met Delectives Savage and Dompsey
coming to the house and returned with them.
They then found the door of Seljan's room
open. At this time Mr, and Mrs. Mikan,
Bukovie and Drubnie were all In the larger
reom adjoining Seljan’s, and all were arrested
by the officers.

Oficar Baldwin, ex-Captain Mostyn, Detec-
tive Savage and L. D). Grier were then put
on the stand In the order named. They de-
seribed In detall the condition of the room.
Poola of blood were on the floor and blood
marks on the door and walls, A hat rack
hald been torn off the wall, Parts of the
bed mattress were goalsd with blood, while
tho bed clothes were In a disorderly heap
at the foot of the bed. Two locked trunks
ware In the room, one of which Bukovie
afterward claimed. By one of the trunks was
found a razor open and very bloody, both
handle mnd blade. A shoemaker's awl was
found behind the door. A closed knlfe was
found lying on the floor, Detective Savage,
on entering the room, saw a hat on the
bed which Bukovie told him was his. Grier
sald that he found na skinning knife inside
& memorandum book In the bed clothing.
